As we discussed on April 1, 1990, the above named individual, a committee 
member witi^u^cou^acl^06, Killeen, Texas, was charged with sexually 
molesting ^^^^^^^^^^^H over a period of years. This was reported to us 
by Grover C. Peters, Director of Youth Services at Fort Hood. 

This has been confirmed with the Family Advocacy Council at Fort Hood, and Mr. 
Rios is also now listed with the central authority at Fort Sam Houston in San 
Antonio. 

On May 2 the letter suspending Mr. Rios 1 registration with th^Bo^Scout^of 
America was delivered in person to him at his home address - 
Killeen, Texas. 

The BSA position concerning the suspension was presented. Mr. Rios indicated 
that he understood and agreed with our action, but indicated that the 
allegations made by the military were not true and stated that he had engaged 
a lawyer to meet with Fort Hood officials and clear him. He said the 
allegations made were affecting his career, homelife, and community 
activities. Of course, his military unit was already aware of the 
allegations, but we formally informed them (H.A.C. 553 S & S) at Fort Hood. 

Attached is a copy of Mr. Rios' original application for your files. Also, 
I'll be sending the confidential record sheet as soon as I get all the 
information. I will keep you apprised of the situation as far as court 
proceedings and deposition of the case.
